Concern among Madison County depart- 
ment heads over the possibility of a 
disaster like the Oklahoma City bombin;

tration building.” 

Madison County Circuit Clerk Matt Mel- 
ucci said his employees are concerned 
because the bombing reminds public ser- 
vants of how dangerous their jobs can be. 

“We're always concerned about securi- 
ty because tragedies can happen so fast,”” 
Melucci said. “‘It just took a couple of

Saltich said she was especially affected 
by the bombing because she has family in 
Oklahoma. 

“They live about 10 miles from Oklaho- 
ma City and the sound of the blast woke 
them up,” Saltich said.

But Vince Scrum is not one to 
complain. He has become active 
‘im’ victims’ rights groups and is

Taste for delicacy 
is mushroeming 


The signs of spring for some 
people are not brightly colored 
tulips and daffodils but the 
wrinkled, brown surfaces of 
morel mushrooms. 

A delicacy found only on the 
spongy, springtime floors of 
leaf-strewn wooded areas, 
morels are known for their 
musky, nutty flavor. 

Deep-fried, sauteed or cooked 
in omelettes and stews, morels 
are just about everybody’s 
favorite fungus. 

“T like them breaded and 
fried,’’ said Grafton fisherman 
Jim Beasley, who is sorry 
jumbo-si: morels at his fish 
market for about $15 a pound. 
“‘We whip up some: cre and milk 
and roll them in mashed cracker 
crumbs. That’s the way we like 
them best.”” 

Beasley said his annual supply 
of mushrooms begins arriving 
about this time every year from 
local ‘‘shroom”’ hunters who 
know where and when they can 
be found. 

“‘Everybody has their own 
Special spot they like to hunt 
them, but they’re the same kind 
of places,’’ Beasley said. ‘‘On. 
hillsides, they’ll be around dead 
elms and ash trees. In the 
bottoms, around live sycamores 
and cottonwoods. I don’t know 
why, but that’s where they seem 
to be.’” ~ 

Hambutg mushroomer Randy 
Watters said he hasn't picked ~ 
many so far this season, but not 
for lack of trying. 

“I’ve been looking in the 
woods on south-facing hillsides 
around my home, but I haven’t 


been very lucky. I’ve been 

hh of a few people who are 
begi to find them, so I’d 
say they’re just starting (to 
come up).” 

Recent rain and warm 
weather are perfect conditions 
for mushroom cultivation, so 
Watters said he hopes to be able 
to cook up a mess of morels 
soon. ‘‘My whole family likes it 
when,I flour them and fry them 
up.”’ 

Mushroom season typically 


"lasts only a few weeks a year, 


which may be one reason the 
fleshy fungus is so popular. 
Beasley said Mother Nature 
often seems to go out of her way 
to make them hard to find. 

“Towards the end of the 
season, the grass gets too tall, 
and it’s harder to spot them,’’ he 
said. ‘‘My two boys do real well, 
though. But they’re 5 and 8 
years old, so I guess they’re 
closer to the ground and they 
can see them better.’” 

Grafton fish market owner 
Oliver Ready: said he just sold 18 

unds of morels that came 

rom the Missouri River 

bottoms. 


“The first bunches of the year 
usually get eaten,”” Ready said, 
laughing. ‘‘We should start 

etting in a lot of them now, if 
ey found that many.’’ 


Morels can be found in the 
dark and light variety, he said, 
and both are just as good to eat. 
“They're all the same. I’m not 4 
mushroom authority, but I know 
that much.”

Jerry Kurfman, athletic director at the college, confirmed last 
week that the Rams have shown some interest in the college. 

“We really haven’t been given a lot of information about the 
possibility,” Kurfman said. “But we do know that they are taking 
a look.”” 

The Rams are presently looking at St. Louis area sites where 
they could have their offices, training facilities and conduct their 
summer camp. 

Several colleges in the area have already offered the Rams use 
of their schools for the summer camp, but additional sites at those 
locations would have to be found once school starts in the fall 

In March, St. Louis University officials announced that the col- 
lege would’ be closing with the campus being put up for sale. 
However no time frame was set on when the campus would actual- 
ly be closing and it is not contingent on finding a buyer for Parks. 

SLU officials said the move could be made as early as this 
summer or as late as the end of the next school year. 

“We've heard it might be this summer but we still have no 
definite time on when it (college) is going to be closed down,” 
Kurfman said on Thursday. 

Another drawback for the Parks site is that it contains no fooc- 
ball field, although there is plenty of space to construct several 
fields in the bean field on the east side of the campus. 

Advantages of the Parks site are that it would contain plenty of 
office space, dormitories and a cafeteria. The gymnasium and 
weight room are less than ten years old. : 

Another advantage is that Parks is located ten minutes from the 
dome stadium in St. Louis. 

Kurfman said Rams officials are pressed for time and will prob- 
ably be making a decision on their office and practice facility site 
in a few weeks. 

Several local and state efforts are also presently under way to 
try to find a néw owner for the Parks campus. . 

State Rep. Wyvetter Younge also noted that there is still work 
taking place to try to convince SLU officials to keep the campus

Victor Valeritine said the incident ‘‘enraged’’ him. 

Although all the aldermen and Mayor Tyrone Echols agreed the 
store worker had the right to protect himself inside the store, several 
said he should not have ran out after the two youths. 

“I accept the man shooting to save his life,” Valentine said. “But 
not to go out on the street and be a vigilante. 

“They must show some restraint,” Valentine said of the store 
workers. ‘“This is not the old country, this is Venice, U.S.A., and we 
have laws and police. They cannot ge down the street shooting — 
they can: call the police and let them do the shooting.” 

He also criticized the police department for not arriving at the 
scene quickly. 

Alderman Silver Franklin defended the police department, saying 
both officers on duty were at a serious accident when the shooting 
occurred. - 

“It’s unfortunate that our officers were tied up,’’ he said. 

It was also noted by several alderman and Police Chief James 
Bennett that although there were a large number of people at the 
scene, nobody came forward as a witness. 

Alderman Michael Terrell said he believed the shooting was legal 
self-defense. 

“I don’t blame anybody who carries their pistols,’’ he said. “‘It’s

Regarding the 1995 conference, 
President Bill Clinton says: “An 
older America must soon face a 
new century. The conference will 
allow us to plan for this 
challenge by working together to 
build policy recommendations 
for the 2ist century. We owe this 
to future generations.”’ 

The meeting is being 
organized by the U.S. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services. Among those 
participating will be Cabinet 
officials, agency heads and 
senior White House staff 
members. 

Health and Human Services 
Secretary Donna E. Shalala says 
it is hoped to avoid grandiose 
plans that have little chance of 
enactment. Instead, the 
conference may produce “a 
short, pragmatic report that is 
do-able.’”

The county meet, which has 
been held’ at Collinsville High 
School over the past three years, 
has been moved to SIUE’s 
recently constructed $5 million, 
all-weather track. Meet officials 
hope to showcase the area’s top 
athletes at SIUE, which hosted 
the track portion of last sum- 
mer's U.S. Olympic Festival and 
has been home to several high 
school sports events over the 
past year. 

“We're happy to be there, 
said meet sponsor Harry Briggs, 
the Madison County regional 
superintendent of schools.
